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Papal ible group leaves door 
to the priesthood open fo women 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Pontifical Biblical Commission 
has voted 12-5 that scriptural grounds alone are not enough 
‘‘to exclude the possibility’ of ordaining women. 


— 


Seventeen members present at a recent plenary session of 
the commission agreed unanimously that the New Testament 


by itself does not seem able to “‘settle in a clear way and once 


and for all’’ whether women can be ordained priests. 


IN A THIRD OF three votes, the majority of the 
international team of biblical scholars also agreed that, if the 
Church were to open up the priesthood to women, it would not 
be contradicting Christ’s original intentions. The vote here 
was also 12-5. 


No change in Catholic teaching about the ordination of 
women is possible without the approval of Pope Paul, who 
presumably would not base a decision on the opinion of 
Scripture scholars alone. 


In a speech on April 18, 1975, the Pope said that Christ did 
not call women to Orders, and, “‘We cannot change the 
behavior of the Lord.’’ 


Reliable Rome sources, not connected with the biblical 
commission, made the confidential document available to the 
press. 


THE POSITION TAKEN by the Scripture scholars is 
different from that of bishops and others who maintain that 
serious biblical objections as well as theological and 
traditional ones stand in the way of ordaining women. 


The commission consists of biblicists appointed by the 
Pope. It plans a consultative role to the _Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, which asked it to 
study the question of women’s ordination. The congregation 
is preparing a document on the question of the ordination of 
women. 


Rhodesia gets black archbishop 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—White-dominated Rhodesia got its: 


first black native head of a diocese when Pope Paul named 
Bishop Patrick Chakaipa archbishop of Salisbury. 

Archbishop Chakaipa, auxiliary of Salisbury since 1973, 
succeeds English-born Jesuit Archbishop Francis Markall, 
71, who resigned for reasons of health. 


The ordinaries or heads of Rhodesia’s other four dioceses 
and one apostolic prefecture are all white and all members of 
religious orders. 


Archbishop Chakaipa, 43, was trained in the regional 


seminary at Salisbury. Ordained in 1965, he is a member of 
the Shona tribe. 


First time in 10 years 


U.S. seminary rolls show increase 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The total number of 
students studying for the priesthood in the United 
States has increased for the first time in 10 years, 
according to figures released by the Center for 
Applied Research in the Apostolate (CARA) here. 


The total number of seminarians in the country 
in the 1975-76 school year increased by 874 over 
1974-75, the 1976 CARA Seminary Directory said. 


HIGH SCHOOL seminarians increased by 597 
students, CARA reported, pointing out that this 
increase includes a large number of ‘‘unaffiliated’’ 
students, who have not committed themselves to 
any diocese or religious order. 


‘‘The number of college seminarians declined 
slightly; students of theology increased in 
number, and the number of novices to religious 
orders showed a one-third (35 per cent) increase 
over last year,’’ the CARA directory said. 


“‘The total number of diocesan seminarians 
declined by 203 (two per cent), that of religious 
seminarians increased by 267 (five per cent), and 
unaffiliated seminarians more than doubled.’’ 


JESUIT FATHER William J. Mehok, author of 
the CARA directory, pointed out that the 
statistical procedure used for the current directory 
differed from that most often used previously in 


that it corrected for non-response from seminary 
officials. 

The total number of seminarians in the United 
States in the 1975-76 school year is 18,268, 
compared to 17,394 in the previous year, CARA 
reported. 


The breakdowns are as follows: 


—High school: 4,362 in diocesan seminaries, 
1,792 in religious order seminaries and 1,363 
unaffiliated for a total of 7,517. The figures for 
1974-75 were 4,439 diocesan, 1,957 religious and 
524 unaffiliated for a total of 6,920. 

—COLLEGE: 3,193 diocesan, 1,419 religious, 
232 unaffiliated, for a total of 4,844, compared to 
3,294 diocesan, 1,335 religious and 242 unaffili- 
ated for a total of 5,137 in 1974-75. 


—Novices in religious orders: 628 in the current 
year compared to 466 the year before. 


The total number of seminarians has dropped 
every school year before the.present year from a 
total of 45,767 in the 1966-67 school year. 


“THIS YEAR’S analysis of seminary data 
indicates a note of optimism,” 
concluded. ‘‘All levels of seminary education, 
except the college level which showed a slight 
decline, indicated an increase in the number of 
seminarians.”’

From La Jolla to Uganda 


Sr. Hogan takes long step

LA. JOLLA—It is a long 
step from this wealthy com- 
munity to developing 
Uganda, in Africa, geograph- 
ically and materially. But 
Holy Cross Sister Patricia 
Hogan is ready, even eager, 
to take that step. 


After eight years at Stella 
Maris Academy here, the 
52-year-old Sister will leave 
at the end of June to teach in 
Fort Portal, Uganda. 


“ft AM uncertain about 
conditions there,’’ she says, 
**but I expect a lot less than I 
am used to. The five Sisters 
there have written warning 
that anything I want or need, 
I should bring with me.”’ 

By- virtue of her letters 
from the Sisters she expects 
conditions 10 be ‘‘very 
simple, if not primitive.’’ She 
feels her lifestyle will be 
almost exactly opposite from 
what she is accustomed to in 
La Jolla. 

Sister Hogan volunteered 
for the assignment because, 
“‘T have always wanted to be 
a missionary.’’ And, at 52,

she does not feel too old to 
make the transition. 


“| FEEL as good now as I 
did at 25. Religious life 
agrees with me. I have had 
35 years of religious life, and 
I have found it a beautiful, 
happy experience that has 
kept me young,”’ she said. 


A native Californian, born 
in Los Angeles, Sister Hogan

entered the Holy Cross 
Community in Indiana in 
1941. ‘‘Even then,’’ she said, 
“IT wanted to do missionary 
work. 

“But I was trained as an 
English and history teacher, 
and I was needed to serve in 
the U.S., so that is what I 
did,’’ she explained. Before 
coming to La Jolla she taught 
in Utah, Nevada and other 
California communities. 


SISTER Hogan has been 
assigned 4 three-year “‘tour 
of duty’’ at St. Maria Goretti 
Secondary School in the 
Ugandan city of Fort Portal 
where she will teach English 
and African history. 

‘‘Additionally, I will be 
working with our Sisters 
there in efforts to develop 
native African vocations so 
that one day they can staff 
their own schools,’’ she said. 


She is thankful for the 
opportunity ‘“‘to donate at 
least three years of my life to 
help those less fortunate,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘In America we 
have so much we don’t often 
appreciate it, and that is 
tragic.”’ 
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The priest must be a beacon

“I think the one thing this generation 
needs is a sense of hope,’’ Father Neal 
Dolan, diocesan director of vocations, said in 
an interview. “‘This is something lacking in 
our society at times. There is a tendency 
towards pessimism and negativism about 
what is happening in the Church, the 
government, the family and life itself. There 
is a tendency to despair rather than to 
hope.”’ 


This is a violation of the whole Christian 
message, Father Dolan believes. The priest 
should represent hope both in the Church 
and in his own Christian living. 


‘THE PRIEST TODAY is a man for all 
seasons,’’ he said. ‘‘He must be a man who 


understands the night of darkness and the . 


daytime of sunlight.’” He must be a man who 
can handle the difficulties of life and bring 
hope to the people he serves. 


What does it mean for a man to come out 
from the community to become a priest? 
*‘When people ask me why I am a priest,”’ 
he said, “‘it is almost impossible for me to 
answer unless I can relate as a real human 
being who strives after hopefulness of life, 
who knows it and lives it the best way he 
can, and shows it through kindness and 
gentleness. If that doesn’t come across, then 
I can’t tell them why I am a priest.” 


Agreeing that: his feelings about the 
priesthood must affect the kind of vocation 
programming he, as director, would 
endorse, Father Dolan remarked that he 
sees the priest represented in three ways. 


“FIRST, HE IS shepherd,’’ he said. 
‘Scripture calls the priest to task on this 
very question—what is a good shepherd? 
How does he minister to his flock?’’ In many 
instances today, the priest’s flock may be 
very small, and he may find himself “‘simply 
giving one person hope to live through 
another day, rather than ministering to large 
numbers.”’ 


This can be very discouraging, Father 
Dolan believes, and sees a distinct need for 
the priest to build courage and hope within 
himself, in order to be effective in whatever 
his calling may be. He sees the priest also as 
a pilgrim on the road to holiness. 


“He is not someone who has an edge on 
sanctity because he is a priest. He is a 
pilgrim like every parishioner,’’ he said. 
“‘He has a special grace granted him as 
shepherd, but nevertheless is still striving 
towards the God-experience himself and 
trying to share it with others.’ 


THIRDLY, THE MAN of hope as priest 
must be genuinely human. “‘To me that 
means a sense of maturity, modesty, 
kindness and joy. And if he is truly human, 
he is giving the testimony of Jesus probably 
more clearly than anything else he can do. 
His humanity carries the message of hope 
again, because it says that, humanly 
speaking, it is really worthwhile being 
Christian.”’

of hope for today's generation 


The integration of humanness into 
spirituality is the primary aim in the 
consideration of the priesthood and the 
Vocations Office is stressing a variety of 
programs this year which are directed to 
leading a person towards a maturity in faith 
that will help him or her come to a serious 
decision regarding vocation. 


“‘This does not necessarily mean that you 
enter the seminary,’’ Father Dolan ex- 
plained, ‘‘although it could mean that. It 
doesn’t mean that you are just part of a 
monthly spiritual formation group, although 
it could be. It isn’t just that you have a 
spiritual director, although that is part of it. 
It is a combination of looking at the 
experience of each person and trying to 
bring out the best of it. Then, with guidance 
and reflection, a decision can be made.”’ 


TIMING IS THE key, he feels, to bringing 
a young man or woman to the point of 
commitment. Several high-school seniors, 
for instance, are being guided into formation 
programs at the university level rather than 
directly into the seminary. “‘I feel that it is 
more important to direct them this way at 
this time,’’ Father Dolan said. ‘‘Their faith 
experience needs to exemplify itself in a 
way that is not yet part of seminary 
formation.’ 


Because the needs of freshmen and 
juniors in high school differ from those of 
seniors, the pre-seminary program will 
separate them into two groups in the future. 
Seniors will be grouped with college 
students and working people. ‘‘They need a 
different kind of experience and should be 
seriously considering their future.’’ 


The pre-seminary program for juniors and 
freshmen is not ‘‘fun and games’’ however. 
Retreats and days of recollection will be 
increased this year to give time for 
reflection, integration and time away from 
activities. 


“THEY MUST BE given a chance to 
consider what is important about them- 
selves, friends and life,’’ Father Dolan said. 
“‘The noise around us is sometimes so loud 
young people have a tough time trying to 
decide on anything and I don’t see a 
replacement for the solitude of the desert 
experience.”’ 


On the college seminary level, the slight 
decrease in numbers—15 men will probably 
enter St. Francis Diocesan Seminary this 
fall—does not so much reflect the national 
decrease in diocesan college level vocations 
as the new direction of the vocations 
programming. But the numbers entering 
seminary are “‘adequate.”’ 


More seminarians are being sent outside 
the diocese on graduate studies than ever 
before, an increase from three to 10, and one 
has been sent to continue formation with a 
religious order. As Director of Vocations, 
Father Dolan feels very gratified by the 
quality of young men coming forward to 
answer the call to the priesthood.

Humans most important 


Periodically the drama of earthquakes recalls 
to public opinion the place which a dwelling 
occupies in the life and in the hearts of people.

A time to keep 


Since Vatican Il we have seen a much greater and 
wider use of the talents of the whole Catholic 
community. We have Mass participation which 
includes lay lectors, children leading the petitional 
prayers, families bringing up the offertory gifts and 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist helping 
distribute Communion. Then we have the renewed 
position of permanent deacon, open to married 
men, members of the hierarchical triumvirate of 
Holy Orders—bishop, priest and deacon. 


That confusion sometimes exists is understand- 
able. | have heard several people name as 
‘‘deacons’’ those eucharistic ministers who wear an 
alb and help with Communion..As time goes on we 
will no doubt have the official installation of lectors 
and acolytes, at present only administered on the 
road to becoming priests or deacons to add to the 
confusion. And there are suggestions—and valid 
ones—that musicians, teachers, ushers and others 
should receive their due place in the official 
“ministries’’ of the Christian community. 


Change with ordination 


It is just over two years since that day in the 
Immaculata when | was ordained a deacon, with 
two men—Barry Vinyard and Tony May—who have 


since been ordained to the priesthood. There is no - 


doubt in my mind of the tremendous and 
overwhelming sense of change which ordination 
brings. There is not only a new responsibility within 
the community, but a new responsibility within the 
Church, before Jesus Christ, to live what we 
believe and ‘‘to practice what you teach’’ in the 
solemn charge of the bishop at ordination. 


In these two years one of the most heartening 
and enjoyable experiences has been the acceptance 
by priests of this new relationship, part 
brotherhood, part colleague—a shared experience 
in Orders. And then there has been the most 
generous and loving acceptance of deacons by their 
parish communities in general. 


Although liturgical duties are not intended to be 
the principal outlet for a deacon’s ministry, they are 
usually the most public. Assisting the priest at 
Mass, saying our few lines of the ceremonial, 
distributing Communion and, most. of all, in 
preaching, the ‘‘new breed’’ of ordained, married 
ministers have become very visible in our diocese. 
In baptizing the children of the parish and in 
witnessing marriages, too, we have been able to 
play our part as true ‘‘elders’’ of the community. 


In both worlds 

Deacons are clerics, living the lay lifestyle. We 
are heads of families, husbands, fathers, 
grandfathers. We are also ministers, vested at the 
altar, the stole over one shoulder signifying the 
ministry of service. And while married deacons 
work at their allotted job or profession for the usual 
five days a week, they find their weekends more 
than consumed by the calls of liturgical and other 
functions as part of the parish ministry—and, as 
often as not, some evenings during the week, too. 


This means that there is a danger of getting 
priorities slightly out of kilter, particularly at first, 
when it is difficult to say ‘‘no.’’ The seven-day 
week soon becomes the norm and, if it is not

watched, health, children, and home may suffer 
from various levels of neglect. 


Though we are entitled to wear the ‘‘clerical 
garb’’ of Roman collar and shirt to match, the U.S. 
bishops in 1971 endorsed the hope that deacons 
would ‘‘resemble lay people’’ in dress and lifestyle 
and avoid dress that would separate them from lay 
persons in the community. ° 


Numbers and selection 

So far in this diocese we have 14 ordained, 
permanent deacons. Two men are to be ordained in 
coming weeks. Following behind in the training 
program are more than two dozen men in their first 
and second years of the minimum three year 
academic and _ spiritual training period before 
ordination. Although this diocese was a pioneer in 
the deacon program, it has never been the intention 
to ordain large numbers of men simply because 
they apply for the diaconate. In some cases, men 
wishing to serve the Church might function better 
in the ministries of lector, acolyte and eucharistic 
minister than in the specific calling of the deacon. 


Eucharistic ministers 

‘Not in Holy Orders, but increasingly becoming a 
part of the parish scene are the extraordinary 
ministers of the Eucharist, men and women who 
are privileged to assist in distributing Communion. 
For most it is a duty performed at Sunday Mass, 
but many are able to help in parish visitation to the 
sick and the shut-ins, to take them Communion, as 
did the elders of the Church in early Christian 
times. It is an honored and very special ministry of 
service. 


And as the years have passed since the changes 
in the liturgy, we have seen more and better 
lectors, reading the Old Testament and Epistle 
readings at Mass, giving a short commentary when 
required and helping in the understanding of the 
Word. This is a very important ministry because of 
the very vital part the Word plays in our liturgy and 
our lives. Before the actual consecration, the Word 
represents Christ at the altar—in his most unique 
and special form. And those who read the Word 
have that responsibility to make it known, clearly, 
prayerfully and understandingly. 


Ministry of ushers 

-Too often we overlook the ‘‘ministry’’ of the 
ushers, who are responsible for good order during 
our services, to take care of the offertory collection, 
to greet people and make them welcome. It is a 
serious and responsible ministry, whose members 
need to be able to cope with emergencies, use 
gentle persuasion to fill the pews adequately and, 
in general, to be ‘‘hosts’’ to the community. 


Some profusion 

A profusion of ministries, yes, but a reawakening 
of the participatory nature of our faith commitment. 
We are not at Mass to observe, to watch, to be 
spectators. We are there to be a part of it all, 
sharing in the wonders of Christ’s legacy, as a 
worshiping community. We share in the prayer, the 
teaching and the spirit. We all have a ‘‘ministerial’’ 
role as Christians in life, in the family, in the Mass 
and in community. 


The human way, the Christian way 


We were talking...about the mean- 
ing of being really human and really 
Christian and how both must affect 
the manner in which we react to life 
and our fellowmen. 


We do not often see our vocation as 
Christians in terms of humanness. It 
is only very recently, in any case, that 
we have come to accept the idea of 
vocation as applying to the whole 
Christian community rather than 
exclusively to those embracing the 
religious lifestyle. 


BEING A CHRISTIAN means that 
we commit ourselves to the way of 
Jesus, a man who lived and died for 
love of God and man—a person of 
profound and perfect humanness and 
of transcendent spirituality. And that 
is difficult for us to grasp. 


Even today, when the theme is 
becoming widely popular, we tend to 
speak and think of spirituality as 
though it implied a denial or a 
suppression of our humanness—as 
though sanctity must demand some 
kind of angelic or nonhuman quality. 
But if this were so, Christ would have 


been dishonest in coming as a human 
being to teach us the way to holiness 
and personal wholeness through 
himself. And he is truth itself. 


With the abounding grace of God, 
in him and through him, real sanctity 
is not only possible in our human 
state, it is impossible any other way. 
Rather than denying our humanity, 
the path to holiness leads us to perfect 
our humanity, to respect and cherish 
it. 

IT IS THROUGH our humanity that 
we can be lifted up to God and yet, all 
too often, we deprecate it, as though it 
were an obstacle to union with him. 
We are still rather uneasy with those 
who point to the human reactions and 
limitations of Jesus himself. It is very 
difficult for us to believe—deep down 
in our hearts—that he had access to 
no resources other than those equally 
available to us. 


He emptied himself, as St. Paul 
says, to become man like us, not just 
in form but completely. And after all 
the miracles and the wonderful 
spiritual encounters, he said to his 
disciples ‘‘Whatever | have done you 


can do also—and more’’, if you have 
faith, And ‘‘be perfect as your 
heavenly Father is perfect. Love one 
another. ’’ 


There is no  equivocation, no 
extenuation in those words. Have 
faith, do as | have done, be perfect, 
love one another. That means that all 
of this is possible in our human 
condition, in God’s grace. Which is 
just as well, because that is our 
Christian vocation. 


HOWEVER WE live it out, in 
whatever lifestyle, work or commun- 
ity, it is to that human and spiritual 
perfection that Christ calls his 
followers. Father William McNamara, 
ODC, the ‘‘hermit’’ who constantly 
pleads with us—in his books and 
talks—to develop and increase our 
humanness, says over and over again 
that we are saintly to the degree that 
we are fully human. 


It is, it seems, at this point that 
psychology, the science of man, and 
theology, the science of God, come to 
a meeting point. The fully developed 
human person, the psychologist Mas- 
low tells us, is one at ease with 


himself, able to accept his failures and 
deficiencies without personal threat, 
able to love without seeking return, 
able to give of himself wholly to and 
for others, yet secure enough in_his 
own identity to enjoy solitude. For him 
there is meaning and purpose to life 
and vision that reaches beyond 
himself and this transient world. 


He is a person of invincible 
optimism and an inner joy that breaks 
out in creative expression. He is a 
person of faith in himself, his fellow 
man and the world, and with a 
reverence for all living things. 


ADD TO THAT the dimension of 
faith in a loving, forgiving God and we 
are talking about the perfect Chris- 
tian, the attainable ideal to which 
Christ calls us every hour of every 
day. 

This is the vocation to which a 
Christian must respond, whether he is 
doctor, plumber, priest, nurse, house- 
wife, sister, brother, president, mail 
Carrier or student. That is how we 
come to be the Christian message, as 
Christ was the embodiment of the 
Word of God. 
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Oh Brother!

Serrans work for vocations 
is worldwide action program:

That the laity have a role in fostering 
religious is spelled out clearly in the San 
Diego diocese Synod documents. Each man 
and woman has this responsibility. 


The recognition of this obligation is not 
new. In 1939, a group of Catholic laymen in 
Seattle, Wash., seeing a need to promote 
religious vocations joined together to work 
and pray for vocations. They named their 
organization for the Franciscan priest who 
founded the California missions, Father 
Junipero Serra. 


FROM THE Father Serra Club of Seattle 
has grown Serra International, a worldwide 
organization of business and professional 
men, numbering more than 12,500 and 
reaching such places as Karachi, Pakistan, 
Hong Kong, Australia, Ireland, Europe and 
South, Central and North America. 


Their objective is to foster and promote 
vocations to the ministerial priesthood of the 
Catholic Church as a particular vocation to 
service, to. develop appreciation of the 
ministerial priesthood and of all religious 
vocations in the Catholic Church, and to 
further Catholicism by encouraging its 
members, in fellowship, through education, 
to fulfill their Christian vocation to service. 


Probably the most rapid growth of Serra 
during the past years has been experienced 
in Brazil where more than 50 ee have 
been established. 


In southern California, Serra Clubs are 


organized into two districts. District 82 
includes clubs in Santa Barbara; San 
Fernando, South Bay, and Glendale. District 
4 has groups in Pasadena, Los Angeles, 
Orange County, and San Diego. 


The San Diego Serra Club first received its 
charter in 1945 under Bishop Buddy. Since 
its founding, it has been integrated into 
diocesan vocational programs which are 
currently coordinated under the direction of 
Father Neal Dolan, diocesan director of

vocations, and Father Lawrence Purcell, 
rector of St. Francis Seminary and chaplain 
of the San Diego Serra Club. Serrans are and 
have been active in many programs directed 
to increasing priestly vocations. Twice each 
year, the San Diego club, in conjunction with 
the pre-seminary program, sponsors week- 
end retreats for young men contemplating 
entry into the priesthood. 


During these retreats the candidates are 
given an opportunity to meet with 
seminarians and get an overview of what 
their possible future life will be. 


RECENTLY SERRANS cooperated with 
parish vocation committees of Christ the 
King and St. Rita’s parishes, San Diego 
in encouraging the parishioners to pray for 
vocations and in spelling out-the need for 
vocations from the black community in these 
particular parishes. 


This past weekend, about 300 altar boys 
“were hosted at the Pala Rey Youth Camp, 
where they were given an opportunity to 
meet with seminarians and contemplate 
their future. It is interesting to note that 
some altar boys who have attended this 
program in the past have later become 
seminary candidates. 


The San Diego Serra Club hosts receptions 
following the admission of seminarians to 
candidacy, to the priesthood ‘and to the 
transitional diaconate. The club also 
sponsors an annual activity—held last year 
at Nazareth House—in which older retired 
priests are honored and active priests are 
invited to participate. 


THE SAN DIEGO club meets on the first 
and third Wednesdays of the month at the 


Padre Trails Inn for lunch and the speaker’ 


program. They also gather together on the 
first Saturday of the month for Rosary and 
Mass to pray for vocations.

Catholic uniformity’s gone

“Whatever happened to the Church we 


~ knew back in the 50s?’’ an old friend asked 


me recently. ‘‘I remember going to Quebec 


one summer. Even though I: didn’t know — 


~ much French, the Mass was in Latin and 


everything was just like back in St. Louis.’’ 


His question and our shared recollections 
recalled a Catholic Church that was very 
much the same everywhere. I, too, studied 
in French Canada and in Austria. There 
were a few small differences—the French 
Canadian priests wore’ long coats and 
broad-brimmed hats. But the Mass was the 
same. The theological language heard in 
sermons or found in the catechisms was the 
same. 


THE ONE reality about the Roman 
Catholic Church that stood out when we 


grew up was its uniformity. There was a | 


uniform language of doctrines, .uniform 
moral. convictions, uniform liturgical wor- 
ship, anda uniform life-style. Every Catholic 
knew what it meant to be a Catholic. Any 
moderately interested non-Catholic could 
quite easily learn the basic characteristics of 
Catholic doctrine, morality, worship and 
life-style. 

That is no longer true. For better or worse 
the uniform pattern of Catholic teaching and 
living has disappeared. A visit to any two 
parishes in any town or city dramatically 
confirms the lack of uniformity. The Roman 
Catholic Church today is marked by wide 
differences. In place of uniformity there 
exists a pluralism. 


Even present catechetical efforts to clarify 
the Church's “‘basic teachings’’ highlight 
the pluralism rather than reveal uniformity. 
Four or five ‘‘catechisms’’ for adults. have 
appeared: in the United States within the 
past few years. Each presents a summary of 
Catholic teaching. Each is presumably 
orthodox. But each is different. Not in the 
sense of heresy. The affirmations of the 
Creed are present in them all. They all teach 


Jesus’ law of love and Moses’ 10 
commandments. They all teach seven 
sacraments. 


BUT THEY contain differences—of em- 
phasis, or approach, of language, and at 


times of practical conclusions. There are 
_ differing theologies underlying them. These 


attempts at putting together for adults 
definitive explanations of Catholic teaching 
and practice reveal the same -kinds of 
differences found for a decade in religion 
textbooks for children and youth. They give 
evidence that the time is not ripe for one 
catechism for all like the Baltimore 
Catechism once was. 


Such is the fact of the matter. The Roman 


Catholic Church in 1976 in the United States 
and around the world reveals differences 
and diversity. Pluralism has replaced the 
uniformity we grew up with. 


How one interprets that fact differs 
radically. Some rejoice in the richness of 
differences. Others lament the lost security 
of uniformity. Whatever one’s personal 
reaction to the fact, it is good to reflect on 
some facts of the Church’s history. It was 
only in quite recent times that Church unity 
tended to become identified with uniformity. 
A close reading of the New Testament 
reveals a unity that tolerated striking 
differences—of theological understanding, 
of moral convictions, or worship and 
lifestyle. 


THE FOUR Gospels which provide us with 
the early Church’s understanding of Jesus 
present four differing views of Jesus. The 
four do not contradict each other, but they 
are quite different. Even something we 
would consider as important as the words of 
Jesus in instituting the Eucharist are 
recorded differently in Mark, Matthew, Luke 
and Paul. John does not even record them. 


The date and circumstances of the Last 
Supper differ in John’s account from the 
other three Gospels. The Church is defined 
in-a rich variety of symbols rather than a 
standard uniform definition. Perhaps most 
disconcerting at first are the differing 
accounts of Jesus’ resurrection. 


Jesus prayed that His followers be one. 
There is no evidence that He prayed for 
uniformity. The traditional Creeds of the 
Church profess one Church, but that one 
Church tolerated rich differences. St. Paul, 
who is most eloquent on the unity of the 
Church, fought for the legitimate differences 
between Jewish Christians and Greek 
Christians. The identification of ‘‘unity’’ 
with ‘‘uniformity’’ gradually grew, reaching 
its culmination in the centuries immediately 
following the Council of Trent in the 16th 
century, and ending in the early 1960s. 


TODAY THE Church faces the challeng- 
ing task of forging a deeper unity while 
respecting legitimate differences. The 
largely ‘‘cultural’’ uniformity can be 
replaced by a more profoundly spiritual 


unity. To achieve such creative unity, ” 


respecting the gifts of each within the 
community, Jesus and His Father give us 
the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of unity. 

Moments of nostalgic recollection with 
friends is good. The good old days of 
uniformity had their good points. But they 
exist no more. Whether with tears or shouts 
of joy at their passing, we are all called te 
work together toward a new unity, deeper 
and richer because of our legitimate 
differences. 


The Bible: New Testament 
Evangelists as Theologians 


Gospels Not Simple Records 
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Each evangelist 
gives his own opinion, 
his own theology

The Evangelists did far more than simply 
record the already existing traditions of the 
Christian communities. They did this, of 
course, but each of them brought to his work 
his own viewpoint, his own theology. Even 
the Gospel of Mark, which seems like such a 
simple telling of the story, turns out, upon 
analysis, to be profoundly theological. 


Mark set out to present the earthly career 
of Jesus as a reyelation: a revelation of the 
mystery of the Messiah and a revelation of 
the mystery of the Son of Man. These form 
the two big divisions of his Gospel. 


THREE SECTIONS are discernible in the 
first division, each of them ending with a 
remark about the reactions of different 
groups to Jesus” self-revelation. In 3:6 the 
Pharisees decide He should be put to death; 
in 6:1-6 we see how His own relatives 
misunderstood Him; and in 8:27-30 Peter 
acknowledges that He is the Messiah. 


This confession of Peter’s marks the 
climax and conclusion of the first part,of the 
Gospel. It is presented as a turning point in 

‘Jesus’ ministry, which now takes a new turn: 
in the direction of Jerusalem. 


In the second part of the Gospel Jesus 
reveals an even more profound mystery, that 
of the Son of Man. It ‘is a sort of 
‘counterbalance to the revelation of the 
Messiah, for the Apostles shared to a. great 
extent their compatriots’ erroneous. views 
about the Person and work of the Messiah. 


JESUS HAD to correct these notions. This 
He did by revealing Himself as the Son of 
Man, a mysterious title which had certain 
messianic connotations in the Jewish 
jiterature of the day,. but which, of its very 
nature, stressed the humility of the Messiah. 

He is indeed the glorious Messiah, but His 
path to glory will be the way of the cross. 
This was not an easy concept for the 
disciples to grasp, and Mark calls attention 
over and over again to their lack of 
understanding. It may well be that the 
community for which Mark wrote needed 
this reminder of the real nature of the 
Christian life. 

Basking now in the 


the light of 


_ resurrection, they may have overemphasized 


a sort of theology of glory. This could have 
been really dangerous, for persecutions 
were sure to come, had already come, and 
they would have been doubly difficult to bear 
for Christians who forgot that their way to 
glory, like that of the risen Lord, had to be 
the way of the cross. 


THIS IS THE key idea in the second part 
of Mark’s Gospel: the revelation of the Son 
of Man. Very cleverly Jesus fuses with this 
messianic title élements borrowed from the 
Suffering Servant prophecies of Isaiah, and 
the first section of this part of the Gospel 
contains three predictions of the passion and 
also of the fate of the disciples. 

To underscore their lack of comprehen- 
sion, Mark shows Peter recoiling from the 
very idea that Jesus should suffer—Peter, 
who had just professed that Jesus was the

Messiah. The second section (11:1-13, 37) 
contains Jesus’ judgment of Jerusalem, 
ending with the prediction of its destruction, 
and the third is the account of the passion, 
death, and resurrection. 


Matthew’s approach is quite different. 
From one point of view, his Gospel could be 
described as a majestic drama in two acts, 
complete with prologue and epilogue. The 
plot would be as follows. Emmanuel (God 
with us), the Messiah promised by the 
prophets, came to earth to fulfill the 
expectations of His people. 


HE ASKED them to accept Him and His 
teachings, to give themselves to Him 
completely. But He announced, too, that He 
was taking the Gentiles into His kingdom. 
Thus the role of the official Judaism of that 
time as the instruments of universal 
salvation, would be magnificently accomp- 
lished. But they would have nothing to do 
with either Him or the Gentiles. 


The two acts in which this drama of 
salvation is played out comprise chapters 
3-13 and 14-28. Chapters 1-2, the Infancy 
Gospel, and 28:1-20, the resurrection 
account, function as prologue and epilogue. I 
would require a detailed commentary to do 
justice to the consummate artistry with 
which the author develops the plot. 


' Especially effective is his use of the number 


five. 


Just by way of example, his Infancy 
Gospel is structured around five Old 
Testament citations. And the body of the 
Gospel is made up of five booklets, each 
consisting of a narrative and a long synthetic 
sermon which develop some aspect of the 
central theme of the kingdom. 


THIS FIVE-FOLD arrangement was a 
deliberate imitation of the five books of the 
Law of Moses. Here, now, that Law finds its _ 
perfect realization in the Gospel. It seems 
quite clear that Matthew was written for 
Jewish Christians, accused by their compat- 
riots of having abandoned the true religion 
of their fathers. Matthew reassures them 
that far from having abandoned it they have 
embraced it in its- perfection. 


If you_would like to check the five central 
booklets, here they are. Borrowing the 
terminology of Father David Stanley, we 
may describe them as follows: 


THE FIRST (3:1-7, 29) describes the 
Foundation of the Kingdom. The second 
(8:1-11:1) depicts the Dynamic of the 
Kingdom. The third (11:2-13:25) has as 
its theme the Kingdom as a Mystery. The 
fourth: (13:54-19:1) deals with the structure 
and conduct of the Christian community, 
which, however, is not to be identified 
purely and simply with the Kingdom. The 
fifth (19:2-26:2) comes to a climax in Jesus’ 
prophecy of the fall of Jerusalem, an event 
which will mark a clear recognition of the 
Church as a vital organism unmistakably 
independent of Judaism. 


Obviously this ordering of material is 
more logical and theological than chronolog- 
ical and geographical, but it has a majesty all 
its own. 


NEXT WEEK Insights in Faith continues the theme of the evangelists as theologians, mainly 
in reference to Luke and John.

There can be 
no peace in life 
without true goal

“You have made us for yourself, Oh Lord, 
and our hearts are restless until they rest in 
You.”’ 


The restlessness experienced 1,500 years 
ago by Augustine the sinner before he 
became Augustine the saint plagues the 
human family of today as well. 


INDIVIDUALS SEARCH for meaning with 
_ groups or gurus—or they seek escape from 
mere despair in drink or in drugs. They live 
without purpose, die without hope and 
wonder why life is empty and death is 
dreadful. Momentary thrills pass quickly, 
material pleasures soon turn to ashes, and 
the happiness which is desperately sought 
proves ever elusive. 


What many persons fail to realize is that 
there can be no true happiness on the 
pilgrimage of life unless the journey has a 
destination. Getting there may indeed by 
half the fun—but there is no joy if there is no 
anticipation of ever arriving. 


It took a forced convalescence from a 
battle wound to get the soldier Ignatius of 
Loyola off a merry-go-round of activity and 
into an attitude of reflection, but the produce 
of his reflections became a map for millions 
in the pilgrimage of life. His ‘‘Spiritual 
Exercises’’ have become the training 
manual for an army of believers. And the 
principles he formulated from reason and 
from revelation were caught in capsule form 
in the question and answer summaries of 
Christian doctrine prepared by his spiritual 
sons, the Jesuits. 


THE BASIC questions for Ignatius and for 
millions of persons since his day have been: 
Why? Why was I born? Why am I living? 


Ignatius answered this way: ‘‘Man is 
created to praise, reverence and serve God, 
and thereby to save his soul.”’ 


Religion texts phrased it just a little 
differently: ‘‘God made me to know Him, to 
love Him and to serve Him in this world, and 
to be happy with Him forever in the next.” 


WHEN THAT basic truth is grasped, 
everything else falls into place. Human 
beings assume a new dignity when it is seen 
that their origin and destiny are divine. 
Material possessions are seen not as ends in 
themselves but as means to a life which will 
never end. 


If that basic truth is not grasped, life 
remains an unsolvable riddle. Human beings 
become objects to be exploited or obstacles 
to uninhibited personal freedom. Material 
possessions become the only outlet for 
validating human existence—and, in seek- 
ing to possess everything, individuals find 
that they have nothing. They are dissatis- 
fied; they are empty; they are hungry—for 
God. 


But the hunger for God is only partially 
satisfied with the knowledge of His 
existence. To be fully satisfied, man must 
also be nourished by His life. Thus, just as 
God changes food and drink into human 
body and blood through the daily miracle of 
digestion, He changes bread and wine into 
the body and blood of Jesus Christ, the 
God-Man, in the miracle of consecration. So 
by eating what appears to be bread and 
drinking what appears to be wine, human 
beings have their hunger satisfied with a 
food that is more than human so that they 
might live here and here after a life that is 
truly divine. 


Making America Catholic 


We must add to culture

The spirit of America is not identical to the 
spirit of Catholicism. After 200 years, there 
is considerable danger that the latter has too 
little influenced the former. And that the 
former subtly molds the latter. 


Take a simple example. The spirit of 
America is preeminently Protestant. It 
stresses individualism. The more Protestant 
the section of the country, the less successful 
labor unions are. Why? Individualism. Labor 
unions depend on solidarity, on loyalty to 
the group, on a high sense of social 
responsibility. 

IT WAS FOR this reason that labor unions 
waited for the arrival of millions of Catholics 
and Jews, especially Catholics and Jews 
from Eastern Europe, for their successful 
birth. The United Mine Workers, e.g., did 
not have a successful strike in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania when their work force was 
mainly Welsh: 

In the 1860s, the work force became 
mainly Irish, and the ‘‘Molly Maguires’’ 
went further than the Welsh. But they, too, 
were defeated. In the late 1890s, the Slavs 
launched the first successful strikes—many 
were massacred at Lattimer Mines in 
1897—and the instinct of solidarity finally 
triumphed over individualism in the 
successful great strike of 1903. 


People from Catholic cultures are no less 
original, independent, ornery, and angular 
than persons from Protestant cultures. But 
they do tend to have a stronger social sense. 
They tend to be more skeptical of the virtue 
of the individual left to himself (or herself). 
American Protestant culture tends to picture 
the individual as essentially healthy, if only 
institutions (or outside agitators) would 
avoid meddling. Catholic and Jewish 
cultures tend to trust the individual less. 


FOR THIS REASON, Catholics and Jews 
tend to be considerably more ‘‘liberal’’ than 
Protestants. One can see this clearly in the 
Carter constituency today, as opposed, say, 
to the Humphrey constituency. Both attract 
Catholics; but Humphrey far more so. 


Richard Hamilton writes in Restraining 
Myths that white Protestants tend to be the 
most conservative group at every income 
level, and Catholics tend to be more liberal 


than any other group except Jews. 


Critics of the Catholic people like Paul 
Blanshard and Gerhard Lenski never 
predicted this. They always treated Protest- 
ants as the more liberal, open, and 
democratic group. They feared the growth of 
Catholicism. It is quite remarkable, then, to 
see American Catholics turn out to be more 
liberal on almost every index—economics, 
war, civil rights, etc.—than Protestants. 


ON THE OTHER hand, Catholic intellec- 
tual elites do seem to be becoming more 
**Protestant’’ in this generation. That is to 
say, leaders like Rosemary Ruether, the 
Berrigans, and others tend more and more to 
adopt a Protestant rather than a Catholic 
perspective. Their words, ideas, metaphors, 
and urgencies spring rather more from the 
books of Protestant divinity schools and 
fashionable intellectual elites than from 
immigrant Catholic experiences. Their 
visions of ‘‘morality’’ seem utopian, 
disembodied, gnostic. 


It is extremely important as the third 
century of the nation’s life opens that 
Catholic thinkers study the varied American 
Catholic experiences more closely, and allow 
their intellectual lives to be more 
**Catholic.”’ 


The Catholic tradition has much to learn 


from the American experience—much that 
could not have been learned in Italy, or 
Eastern Europe, or Ireland, or Germany. 
America is, indeed, a rich field of experience 
for the message of the Gospels. America 
comes closer to the evangelical imperatives 
of Christian humanism, Jacques Maritain 
noted long ago, than any European culture. 


ON THE OTHER hand, not everything in 
America is truly humane; not everything is 
as good, beautiful, or highly developed as 
learning some lessons from the Catholic 
wisdom of the past could make it. 


Catholics have an obligation to contribute 
to the intellectual life’ and culture and 
wisdom of the nation. Think how much 
American Jews have added to our common 
culture. Catholics should add a comparable 
contribution. In fiction, in sociology, in 
economic theory, in history, in theology, in 
ethics—in every field. 


Much remains to be achieved. An 
enormous creative task lies ahead.

Biblical Profiles: Joshua 


Trumpets blast Jericho

“After Moses, the servant of the Lord, 
had died, the Lord said to Moses’ aide, 
Joshua, son of Nun: “‘My servant Moses is 
dead. So prepare to cross the Jordan here, 
with all the people into the land I will give to 
the Israelites.’ ’’ (Joshua 1, 1-2) 


As is so often the case in history, the 
dreams of one man are really fulfilled by 
another. Moses dreamed of a promised land 
where the people of Israel could dwell and 
become a settled community after 40 years 
of nomadic wandering. On the eve of making 
that dream a reality; Moses died. It fell to 
Joshua to bring about the fulfilling of a hope 
that Israel would settle in a land of its own. 


JOSHUA COULD have picked no better 
time to invade Canaan. Greece was 
distracted with its plans to conquer Troy in 
1200 B.C. Egypt was too preoccupied with 
its own internal politics to bother about 
problems to the north. Egypt’s policies in 
Canaan had reduced the people to warring 
factions and pervasive corruption. They had 
little will to do much fighting or unite against 
a determined foe. 


Joshua led his troops to a section of the 
Jordan river which was comparatively 
shallow and often fordable. In the near 
distance lay the city of Jericho, the first 
obstacle that must be overcome after 
crossing the Jordan. Song and story recall 
the remarkable conquest of that city: 


‘‘As the horns blew, the people began to 
shout. When they heard the signal horn, 
they raised a tremendous shout. The wall 
collapsed, and the people stormed the city in 
a frontal attack and took it...The city itself 
they burned with all that was in it, except the 
silver, gold, and articles of bronze and iron, 


which were placed in the treasury of the 


house of the Lord.’’ (Joshua 6, 20, 24) 


ARCHEAOLOGY HAS tried to verify this 
destruction of the walls of Jericho. Around 
the turn of this century a mound was 
uncovered that proved to be the ancient 
Jericho, a little north of the present day city. 
The finds have been startling. For one thing, 
the successive teams of archaeologists date 
the original Jericho at 5000 B.C. Thus it is 
the oldest known city on earth. 


They have found the destroyed walls. 
There were two of them. The inside was 12 
feet thick. Ten feet away from this is the 
outside wall, 6 feet thick, and as much as 30 
feet high in places. The builders used sun 
dried bricks. Indeed the walls had fallen. 
The brick of the outer wall fell outward 
toward the valley. The bricks of the inner 
wall fell toward the city. 


When did this happen? Currently there is 
a debate. Most say it happened in 1400 B.C. 
Some claim it happened in 1200 B.C. Just at 
the time Joshua invaded Canaan. 


HOW DID IT happen? The archaeologists 
say it must have been an earthquake. 
Jericho lies in an earthquake zone. The Bible 
says the walls fell when the trumpets 
sounded. One way or another the walls did 
fall. Joshua won a battie and the way was 


clear for eventual conquest of Canaan. 


While the Bible writers remember the 
military exploits of Joshua, they clearly 
ascribe the victory of the power of God. They 
recall that the Ark of the Covenant, bearing 


God’s presence, marched before the troops. 
The Lord was the ultimate ‘‘general’’ of the 
army. From God came the gift of the 
promised land. This is how the psalmist 
interprets this bit of military history: 


“‘O God, our ears have heard, our 
fathers have declared to us 


the deeds you did in their days, the 
days of old: 


How with your own hand you rooted 
out the nations and. planted them: 


For not with their own sword did they 
conquer the land 


nor did their own arm make them — 


victorious, 


But it was your arm and your right 
hand and the light of your countenance 
in your love for them.’’ (Psalms 44, 1-4) 


The book of Joshua is on the one hand an 
account of military history, of how the people 
of Israel came to live and settle in Canaan 
and the battles that accompanied this 
conquest, on the other hand it is. a religious 
narratiye telling of God’s mighty acts in 
favor of his covenanted people. God was on 
their side. More importantly, they were on 
God’s side as faithful adherers to His 
Covenant.

Giving your life 
in order to lose it

A religious vocation entails the giving of one’s life in order 
to lose it, in passing from the active everyday life in the world 
to a comparatively hidden life. This is what most people think 
happens, yet in reality one finds the same ruptures. 


A woman does not lose her human nature but takes it with 
her into religious life. She finds the same basic problems and 
must cope with them. As someone wrote recently: ‘‘I reaffirm 
my vow to be human, and I accept prayer as an identifying 
dimension of that humanity.”’ 


SHE HAS FOUND the answer of faith, which implies that 
God only needs our irrevocable “‘yes’’ to renew the face of the 
earth. In other words, somewhere, somehow there is. less 
inhumanity of man to man (person to person) because of her 
prayer. 

Yet, once a young religious begins what is called her 
“active life’’, she finds certain tendencies within herself, 
certain crucial areas of conflict—pressure to complete work, 
speed with which something must be done, and involvement 
in many divergent fields. These are the principal ones. 

There is so much more to do, and yet there is that insistent 
call to inwardness. It is this dichotomy she must strive to 
bring into balance. 


IN THE “‘OLD”’ religious life, before Vatican II, her prayer 
was secure, as to time and place. In other words she might 
say: ‘‘I have finished my prayer’, meaning the time had been 
spent. Today, the time and placé are her own choice. Yet all 
seem to recognize the need for longer, more generous times 
of prayer, for moments of inner silence as well as for shared 
prayer, and one might summarize all these as the prayer of 
Christ. 

This implies that it must be a wider, all inclusive one, in 
which she discovers there is nothing that is not sacred, 
“people included’. In other words she encounters Christ in 
others. It might be compared to the merging of the vertical 
and horizontal lines within a wheel: the rim represents the 
people of the world (the other), the hub is God, the ‘‘still point 
of the turning world”’, the spokes, each one’s private prayer 
leading directly to God. 

This private prayer is passed along the rim as well and by 
union with the Heart of Christ (Love) by surrender to the Holy 
Spirit, becomes Trinitarian prayer. So too the smail 
communities of today are modeled on this, since the life of the 
Trinity is the pattern of “‘community’’. 


CHRIST PRAYED at the Last Supper: ‘‘May they all be 
one, Father, may they be one in us, as you are in me, and I am 
in you, so that the world may know you, who sent me’’ (John 
17:21). So one realizes that communal prayer cannot be a 
forced situation, in which those who seldom communicate 
meet to recite the same words. Prayer requires some union of 
mind and heart among the participants. ~ 

Thus, the need for continual renewal in prayer touches on 
vital questions of community, of what each one is to the other; 
so that each one can and must be a tremendous potential for 
good in: the Church and the world. 

Thus it can be said that a religious vocation is a gift from 
God for the other, for as one enters into relationship with the 
Lord she enters into a communion-union with him and with all 
the others who have also entered into this union. Her 
communion-union-in Christ is the bond that forms community. 
It is this bond that needs to be made explicit, public, vocal, 
and regularly renewed. 


PRAYER IS THE time for drawing spiritual nourishment 
for this life union, for each individual needs to feed the 
community with her prayer, and in turn, the communal prayer 
strengthens the individual. Thus, all work towards a deeper 
knowledge of the Lord, and can go out and give his to those 
with whom they come in contact by the means dictated by his 
spirit. 

For as Christ touched human life and transformed it in 
diverse ways, so the Spirit, whose task it is to lead one into 
the fullness of the maturity of Christ, continually helps one 
find ways to touch and transform human life in fulfillment of 
that mission. 

This is what a vocation to the religious life means. But it is 
only achieved by constant effort, prayer, union, daily

‘Where have all the Sisters gone?’

“Where have all the Sisters gone?’’ This question so often 
put by well-meaning people inspired the Sisters Senate to 
take a survey of the ministries of the 720 Sisters in the 


‘Diocese of San Diego. The results may prove surprising to 


those who previously have counted Sisters in terms of service 
to parochial schools and hospitals. 


Ministry to the people of God has. been so extended since 
Vatican II. Renewal and adaptation has taken hold of our 
Religious communities, that the breadth of service today far 
exceeds that of 20 years ago. 


THE MAJORITY our Sisters are still in the beautiful 
ministry of teaching. They are found in parochial elementary 
and high schools and in colleges. 


The recognition of the need, however, to provide religious 
education to all Catholics of a parish has multiplied the 
number of Sisters serving as CCD coordinators. At this level 
are met the needs of youth from pre-school through 
elementary ‘and into high school and young adults. 


With education considered today as a lifelong process, 
Sisters are also conducting adult classes and family-oriented 
programs. The remarkable thing about all these Sisters in 
education today is that they are traversing roads other than 
the traditional ones of convent to church to school and back. 


THESE TEACHING Sisters are doing everything in parish 
work from bringing the Eucharist to the sick to counseling the 
troubled whether as individuals or as family. Some Sisters, on 
a political and social level, are bringing to Catholics young 
and old an awareness of their responsibility to be actively 
concerned, as was Christ, with the oppressed, the helpless, 
and the poor. d 


The apostolate to the sick and the aging takes on many 
forms outside the antiseptic rooms of the hospital—in two of 
which our Sisters serve so well. While the Poor Sisters of 
Nazareth offer their love and care to the aging at Nazareth 
House, other Sisters in parish ministry—a fast developing 
area of service to the people of God—spend many hours 
serving the sick, the elderly, and the poor both in private and 
in county homes. 


Retired Sisters no longer limit their apostolate to crocheting 
and praying. Dominican Penafort Center at Lemon Grove sees 
senior Sisters actively answering the needs of the old and 
even the not-so-old. Others, like the Maryknoll Sister Mary

Schaefers, give themselves by coordinating the spiritual and 
social activities of senior citizens in her Chula Vista parish. 


CONCERN FOR the sick and the poor drives Sister 
Margaret Redman, a Religious of the Sacred Heart, across 
national lines and into Tijuana daily where she not only heads 
the medical records department at Hospital Materno-Infantil, 
but also exercises a spiritual ministry to the patients there. 


There are special ministries such as that of Sister Irene 
Wytmans, a Sister of Notre Dame, who works with prisoners 
at the Chino Rehabilitation Center. 


Quite different is the occupation of Sister Monica Clark of 
the Community of the Holy Spirit who works at the 
Ecumenical Center specializing in PR communications—TV 
and radio. The ministry to the retarded and to college 
students on campus, to mention only a few, are relatively 
well-known. 


‘““HOUSEMOTHER for a group of boys from broken 


homes,’’ sums up the dedicated service of Sister Francis at 
Nazareth House. Then there’s Sister Mary King of the Society 
of Our Lady of Carmel who, retired and ill, puts herself at the 
heart of where it all is—the ministry of prayer. 
Perhaps Sister Therese Peplin, a Dominican from Desert 
Hot Springs, sums it all up when, after quite a listing of 


‘activities, she says simply, ‘‘I am the hand of Christ in this 


area to everyone!”’ 

Sisters have always tried to be that hand of Christ, but the 
breadth of his reach today is a challenge Religious 
communities have not been asked to meet since their pioneer 
Sisters braved territorial wilderness as well as power 
structures in meeting the needs of the American immigrant. 


‘WHERE HAVE all the Sisters gone?’’ They have gone 
from the relative comfort of limited ministries to the 
uncertainties of an everunfolding service to today’s pilgrim 
people. 

And here in the San Diego diocese—so the Sisters survey 
shows—our Sisters are giving their response—sometimes 
hidden, sometimes in the light; sometimes popular, 
sometimes not; but always where they feel the Spirit in the 
Church calls.

Manning on 
priests and sorrow 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — 
Suffering is the life of the 
priesthood, Cardinal Tim- 
othy Manning of Los Angeles 
told nine new priests he 
ordained here in St. Vibi- 
ana’s Cathedral. 


‘“‘These men who are 
called to word and sacrament 
and service must respond in 
terms of suffering,’’ he said. 
““Let us face it. Violence has 
to be done before the seed is 
planted in the ground, in the 
heart of the soul. 


“THE GROWTH of that 
seed in all of their days 
involves suffering of one kind 
or another. The acceptance 
of their ordination gift is also 
the acceptance of that suffer- 
ing.”’ 

The cardinal said that to 
the extent the young priests 
are’ faithful to their duty to 
preach the word of God to a 
community, they will become 
entangled in the hearts of 
those to whom they preach. 


“That entanglement is a 
beautiful thing, but, the time 
comes when they have to 
disengage themselves from 
that entanglement. That is a 
very grave sorrow.”’

Though the Second Vatican Council 
discussed in considerable detail the ‘‘variety 
of ministries’’ instituted for the nurturing 
and growth of the people of God, its decree 
on the hierarchial structure of the Church 
conspicuously omitted any reference to 
monsignors. 


The title itself is given to prelates as a 
mark distinguishing them from all other 
clerics or signori. As it developed in the 
United States, the term is reserved for those 
honorary prelacies conferred on certain 
individuals without any corresponding 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction. 


q GENERALLY SPEAKING, the office is 
derived from one of the 16 categories of 
personal or domestic service rendered to the 
Holy Father by those attached to the papal 
household. In those areas where the honor is 
bestowed on nonresident Romans, the 
position is completely supernumerary. 


Ordination is not a requirement. In 1897, 
for example. Raphael Merry del Val, then 
only a theological student, was named a 
private chamberlain and-sent with the papal 
delegation to England for Queen Victoria’s 
golden jubilee celebrations. 

The first recorded bestowal of an honorary 


papal title on a citizen of the United States 
occurred in 1866, when the newly ordained

Father Robert Seton was named a private 
chamberlain at the papal court of Pope Pius 
IX. As the first American monsignor, Seton 
assisted at the Pope’s Easter Pontificals and 
later at the laying of the cornerstone of the 
church of the English College. 


IT WAS A DOZEN years before the next 
American priest, Father Patrick F. Allen of 
New Orleans, was designated a Domestic 
Prelate. The exclusive character of the 
distinction was retained in the years 
immediately following, at least as far as the 
U.S. was concerned. 


When preparations were being made for 
the convocation of the Third Plenary Council 
of Baltimore in 1884, the Coadjutor 
Archbishop of New York, Michael A. 
Corrigan, suggested that the nation’s 
monsignors be formally invited to the 
episcopal conclave. Corrigan sent a letter to 
Archbishop James Gibbons enumerating the 
names of those monsignors he then knew to 
be living in the U.S. 


ACCORDING TO the journal of the 
council, 10 of the nation’s 16 monsignors 
actually attended the third and last plenary 
assemblage. As far as the record is 
concerned, the council marked the final time 
that any official recognition was accorded to 
the country’s prelaturae gratiae. 


By 1897, three decades after the initial 
appointment had been made, the number of 


those raised to papal honors in the U.S. had 


not reached SO.

Working Christian vocation in marriage

Jesus accepted the image of himself as a bridegroom. He 
told his critics that he would not allow his disciples to be sad 
or gloomy as long as the bridegroom was with them. 


He explained his presence among men as one who came 
that we might have life and have it more abundantly. He 
sealed a covenant of love with redeemed mankind by an 
outpouring of his own life on Calvary. 


Then his Spirit inspired Paul to tell us the meaning of it all 
in unforgetable words: ‘‘Christ loved the Church. He gave 
himself up for her to make her holy, purifying her in the bath 
of water by the power of the word, to present to himself a 
glorious church, holy and immaculate, without stain or 
wrinkle or anything of that sort.’’ (Ephesians 5:25-27) 


CHRIST, THE bridegroom, is always intent upon 
fashioning a flawless mystic bride for himself and he lifted up 
human love into the world of sacramental reality so that men 
and women all over the earth might join him in the work of 
transforming humanity into this one timeless bride. 


So when a man and a woman pledge themselves to 
covenanted love in Christian marriage, they are implicitly 
saying to each other what Jesus has said to all mankind: ‘‘] 
have come that you might have life and have it mcre 
abundantly.”’ 


They are making a commitment to family living. And the 
increase of life that they promise to each other will normally 
reach its fulfillment within the framework of family love. 


WHEN A COUPLE gets married in Christ, they should 
expect an enlargement of life from their commitment to each 
other. They rightly expect to help each other achieve an 
increase of spiritual, psychical and physical life. And this 
expectation is founded on three basic needs of the human 
heart. 


All of us bring to any commitment to friendship a need to 
be healed by love. Unless we are marvels of God’s merciful 
grace from our infancy, most of us are plagued throughout life 
by a hard-shelled, sturdy egotism. 


It is a self-centeredness which surrounds itself: with 
ramparts of defense and wants to go on asserting itself until 
we die. And it imperils our spiritual growth in Christ. 

COMMITMENT TO family living is a willingness to let 
ourselves be healed of this sickness of spirit. The presence of 


a spouse and the imperious demands of little children are 


constant incentives toward achieving some growth in 
other-centered love. 


Marriage makes this a holy adventure because all the while 
a man and woman are growing in other-centeredness, they 
are two in one flesh and are thereby loving themselves. 
Literally, they are loving themselves into an increase of divine 
life through spiritual growth.

Almost on the first page of sacred scripture, God revealed a 
disability of the human heart.
